TO THE QUEEN’S MOST EXCELLENT MAJESTY, 

May it please Youb Majesty, 

In accordance with the provisions of 8th & 9th Victoria, cap. 
LXVL, I have the honour to present to Your Majesty my annual 
Report on the condition and progress of Queen’s College, Belfast 
during the academic year 1899-1900. 

I regret that my first note must be one of sadness. During 
the year death entered our gates and took away from us several 
of the most valued and respected members of our body. In 
August last we were bereft of 

Dr. James Cuming, 

Professor of Medicine, and I use no mere language of custom or 
convention when I say that by his demise the College lost one of 
its brightest ornaments, the community at large one of its ablest 
and most trusted physicians, and the medical profession in Belfast 
one who might truly be called its praesidium et dulce decus. 
Dr. Cuming’s connection with Queen’s College was almost life- 
long. He entered it as a student fifty years ago, and, after a 
brilliant academic career, marked at its successive stages by the 
high prizes and distinctions of various kinds which he gained, 
he entered on the practice of the profession which he was 
destined so signally to adorn. In 1865 he returned, as a pro- 
fessor, to the College where he had up till ten years before worn 
the student’s gown, and it would be difficult to speak too highly 
of the services which he rendered in the thirty-four years during 
which he held office, not only to his own particular department, 
but to the entire establishment. It may truly be said that he 
loved the College. The broad foundations on which it is based 
had his warm approval, and, when opportunity offered, he never 
failed to do his utmost to advance its interests by every means 
in his power. We all feel that indeed a hiatus valde deflendus, 
and one not likely soon to be filled, has been left among us by 
his death. I am glad to be able to say that early in the Session 
a meeting was held for the purpose of considering the most fitting

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means of perpetuating his memory in the College which he had 
served so long and well, and that it was resolved to have his 
portrait painted and hung in our Examination Hall. For the 
purpose of carrying out this resolution a committee was appointed, 
with Alderman James Graham, M.D., and Professor J. A. Lindsay, 
Mi m.D., two of Dr Cuming’s old pupils, as hon. secretaries, 
and Professor Purser, LL.D, as hon. treasurer. The fact that in 
a very short time all the money required for the purpose was 
readily subscribed by the deceased professor s colleagues m 
Colleo-e and the m embers of the medical profession outside, 
speaks for itself, and we hope, therefore, at an early date to possess 
a painting of him which will serve to remind us, and tell gene- 
rations of professors and students yet to come, what manner of 
man he was. I could wish that, m addition to this, the College 
could have a larger memorial of a man so eminent and so beloved, 
who was identified with the fortunes of the College for half a 
century. Perhaps we may even yet see it. 

Another death which saddened us during the winter was that 

Dr. John F. Hodges, 

Professor of Agriculture and Lecturer on Medical Jurisprudence, 
which occurred in December last. The effluxion of tune had -eft 
him the last survivor of the origiual band of professors who were 
appointed by the Crown in 1849-a noble band, winch included 
Jong with him, such eminent men as Thomas Andrews and 
George Lillie Craik and Charles MacDouall and George Dickie 
in the Faculty of Arts, and Hugh Carlisle and John Creery 
Ferguson and Alexander Gordon in that of Medicine, men to 
whom we must always look as the fathers of the College. Dr 
Hodges had therefore been over half a century in office, and 
during all that long period he had enjoyed the confidence and 
esteem of successive generations of colleagues. This is not 
the place in which to speak at length of the conspicuous 
services which he rendered to the scientific agriculture of this 
country But it is interesting to note, in this year which lias 
seen the coming into operation of the Agriculture and Technical 
Instruction Act, on the working of which all lovers of then- 
country are building new and confident hopes for the future of 
Ireland that half a century ago Dr. Hodges was engaged m carry- 
in°" out in his own way, and often at his own expense, ideas 
similar to those which lie at the root of the movement which has 
culminated in the passing of this Act. As College Lecturer 
on Medical Jurisprudence he took his share m the training of 
many generations of students, and all of these cherish, I am sure, 
the kindliest memories of him. Outside our walls he filled many 
important offices. He was a Government Analyst, and in this 
capacity gave expert evidence in many an important trial. He 
was also analyst for several counties and for the city of Belfast, 
so that for a long time he occupied a large place in the public 
life of Ulster. I am glad to be able to report that at a meeting 
held in the College during the Session it was unanimously resolved 
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of Queen’s College, Belfast. 

that his portrait should be painted and hung in the Examination 
Hall. A committee was appointed to carry out this resolution, 
with Professor Purser, LL.D., and Dr. Joseph Nelson as lion.’ 
secretaries, and Mr. Samuel M'Kee as hon. treasurer, and so 
heartily was the project taken up that in a short time the 
requisite funds were subscribed. 

It was no easy task to fill the places left vacant by the removal 
of these two eminent men; but I am glad to be able to report 
that in both cases 

Successors 

have been chosen, from whose labours in their respective 
spheres the best results may be anticipated. To the Chair 
of Medicine Dr. James Alexander Lindsay, of this cit\', 
was appointed by Warrant under the Royal Sign Manual! 
He is, like his predecessor, a distinguished alumnus of the 
College, and has long been known, not only as one of our 
leading consulting physicians, and a valued member of the staff 
of the Belfast Royal Hospital, but as one of our most cultured and 
widely-read citizens. That, in the judgment of those who knew 
him best, he was eminently fitted to take up Dr. Cumino-’s work, 
was clearly proved by two petitions urging his appointment, 
which were presented to me shortly after the Chair fell vacant! 
One of these emanated from, and was very largely signed by, 
students who had enjoyed the advantage of attendino- Dr! 
Lindsay’s Clinical Lectures in Hospital, while the other proceeded 
from over 300 members of the medical profession in the North of 
Ireland. I need scarcely say, therefore, that his selection by 
Your Majesty for the Chair was received with much satisfaction 
alike in the College and the general community. 

The Chair of Agriculture lapsed on the death of Professor 
Hodges, in accordance with arrangements made many years ago ; 
but it became necessary to fill the Lectureship in Medical Juris- 
prudence which he had held, and, after lengthened and careful 
consideration, the College Council unanimously decided that Dr. 
J. Lorrain Smith and Dr. John Tennant should be asked to 
undertake the duties of this important office as Joint Lecturers. 
Of Dr. Lorrain Smith’s eminent fitness for this duty it is unne- 
cessary to speak. Since his appointment to our Lectureship on 
Pathology he has proved himself one of the ablest and most 
accomplished members of the College Staff, and has not only 
admirably presided over his own department, and acted as an 
Examiner in Pathology to the Royal University, but has been 
frequently called in by the Public Health Committee of the 
Belfast Corporation, with great advantage to the interests of the 
city, to investigate and advise on various complicated and com- 
plex problems connected with outbreaks of epidemic disease in 
the city. Dr. Tennant, whom we have now associated with him 
in the Lectureship on Medical Jurisprudence, has for several 
years been engaged in this College in various capacities, so that 
he may be said to be one of ourselves, and has proved himself a 
very able and accomplished worker. A graduate of the University 
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of Edinburgh, he had a singularly brilliant academic career — 
first graduating M.A. with First Class Honours in Classics, having 
previously been Senior Medallist and gained other high distinc- 
tions in the Greek and Latin classes of the University. In 
Medicine his course was equally distinguished. He was Medallist 
in the departments ofAnatomy, Chemistry, Physiology, Pathology, 
Medicine and Midwifery, and took first place at a special 
examination held by Professor Crum Brown in Chemistry for the 
“Hope Prize.” He is also author of several important papers 
in the Medical Journals, so that altogether there can be no 
question of his entire fitness for the office in which he has now 
been placed. 

Just as this Report passes through my hands another terrible 
bereavement has fallen upon us. Suddenly and unexpectedly 

Dr. W. H. Watts, 

the Professor of English Law, was taken from us in the early 
prime of his great powers. It is not too much to say that the 
stroke has robbed the College of one of its most gifted sons and 
one of its best loved professors. An alumnus of our own, he 
had an academic record of rare distinction. In his own College, 
at the University, at King’s Inns, and. the Middle Temple, he 
achieved the most brilliant successes, and since his call, first to 
the Irish, and subsequently to the English bar, his career was 
one of rapidly increasing appreciation and distinction. He was 
chosen to fill office after office of trust and importance. The 
Benchers of King’s Inns appointed him one of their Examiners in 
Law. He was Revising Barrister to the Corporation of Belfast 
previous to the passing of the recent Local Government Act, and 
up till the time of his death was Revising Barrister to the Belfast 
Harbour Commissioners. By the Lord Lieutenant he was 
appointed Revising Barrister for the county of Kilkenny, and, 
when the Chair of English Law in this College fell vacant by 
the resignation of Professor James Andrew Strahan in 1898, 
he was appointed his successor by the Crown out of a long 
list of candidates, while, this year, the Senate of the Royal 
University chose him as one of their Examiners in Law. 
His tenure of office in this College was sadly short. 
Little did we think, when he was appointed, that only two 
short years were to elapse ere his Chair was to be vacant. 
Brief as his career was, however, it was long enough to leave 
its impression upon the College, and more especially upon our 
Law School, of the prosperity of which he was justly proud. 
His profound knowledge, both of the principles and practice 
of Law, his remarkable faculty of lucid exposition, his self- 
sacrificing devotion to duty, his gentleness and amiability, and 
deep and constant interest in the work of his Alma Mater, 
and in the welfare of the members of his classes, endeared 
him to everyone, and have saddened us now with a sense of 
heavy and irreparable loss, which is only alleviated by the deep 
and generous sympathy of, I may say, the entire community. 
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Yet. another figure, onee familiar within our walls, has been 
taken from the land of the living during the year. The 

Rev. George Hill, 

who for the thirty years from 18o0 to 1880 was Chief 
Librarian of the College, died on July 4th, 1900, at the 
patriarchal age of ninety years. He will long be remembered 
not only for the fidelity, enlightened zeal, fatherly interest, and 
unfailing courtesy with which he presided over our Library, but 
for the deep research with which he investigated and elucidated 
the history of his native Ulster. The results of his patient 
inquiries lie embodied in various volumes which have long 
been recognised as most valuable contributions to a department 
of Literature which stood much in need of the labours of so 
patient and accomplished a worker as he was. His “ Plantation 
in Ulster,” “ The MacDonnells of Antrim,” “ The Stewarts of 
Ball intoy,” and his edition of “The Montgomerjr Manuscripts,” 
are not only monuments of his industry and erudition, but 
constitute valuable storehouses, full to repletion of important 
information, to which all who would clearly understand the past 
of the North of Ireland must continually resort. It is a source 
of great satisfaction to us, now that he is no more, that we 
possess a portrait of him which was presented to the College by 
a number of his admirers, and publicly unveiled by Mrs. Pirrie 
of Ormiston in 1897, in which the artist, Mr. Harry R. Douglas, 
has given us on the canvas a most faithful likeness.

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While speaking on this subject I may here express the pleasure 
with which I received the announcement during the Session that 
Professor Thompson had been elected an Honorary Member of the 
Imperial Military Academy of Medicine, St. Petersburg, m con- 
sideration of his important researches in several branches oi 
Physiological Science. 

Turning now to the students of the College, I have the 
pleasure of reporting that their attendance at the lectures of 
their several Faculties has been of the most regular and satis- 
factory character. From time to time the Registrar, at my 
request, furnishes me with lists containing the names of those 
gentlemen who appear- to be at all remiss in this respect, and 
they are req uired to appear before me with such explanations as 
they are able to offer. I am glad to say that these lists appear 
to diminish in length each Session, and that in the great 
majority of cases valid reasons are forthcoming for such absences 
as have occurred. A statement of the numbers enrolled m each 
class will be found in the Appendix to this Report. The general 
tone and spirit of the students appear to me to be most satis- 
factory, and the long list of honours which they have gained 
during the year, not only in their own College, but at the Royal 
University and other seats of learning, proves that the marked 
ability and strenuous study which in the past have achieved for 
our alumni a splendid reputation for scholarship and talent, show 
no signs of waning. Our own 

Entrance Scholarships 

were, as usual, competed for by a goodly band of youthful 
aspirants to academic fame, who came to us from the chief High 
Schools of the North of Ireland. The first place on the list of 
Literary Scholars was gained by a pupil of the Royal school, 
Dungannon, Mr. John Johnston, and the first place on the list 
of Science Scholars by a pupil of the Royal Academical Institu- 
tion, Belfast, Mr. George Leathern, who is the fourth member ot 
his family to win a high place on our roll of honour. The other 
schools, pupils from which succeeded in securing Entrance 
Scholarships, were the Methodist College, Belfast, from which 
two candidates were successful; the Royal Academy, Belfast; 
the Campbell College, Belfast; and Donaghy National Schooh 
The Royal Academical Institution, in addition to carrying off 
the First Science Scholarship, gained one Literary and two other 
Science Scholarships — four in all. , 

Last year I had the pleasure of reporting the interesting tact that 
a young lady had succeeded, for the second time in the history of the 
Colleo-ei in gaining a high place on our Entrance Scholarship list. 
This year, two young ladies won this coveted distinction, while 
a third gained a Scholarship of the Second Year. All three came to 
us from the Methodist College, Belfast. I am happy to say that the 
number of young ladies who enrol themselves in the ranks of our 
students continues to grow, and that several of them have this 
year taken good places at the examinations of the Royal Umver- 
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sity, as well as on our own prize lists. . I note with interest that 
women in Germany are eagerly taking advantage of the recent 
opening of all the academic Faculties in the University of Berlin to 
female students. Nearly 300 have been admitted for the present 
summer term alone. One would gladly hail the extension of a 
similar spirit among the ladies of our North of Ireland. 

The Honours 

gained at the Royal University by students of this College have, as 
usual, been very numerous and very high. I note the following 
as deserving of special mention, and as illustrations of the 
manner in which the olden reputation of the College was main- 
tained by those who presented themselves at the examinations 
of this University during the year. Of course it will be clearly 
understood that I only touch upon the most salient instances 
which occur to me. 

At the examinations for the Degree of B.A. one of our 
students, Mr. R. F. Greer, headed the Honour List in Ancient 
Classics ; another, Mr. S. A. Smyth, did the same in Mathematics ; 
and a third, Mr. B. T. Vinycomb, took the only First Class that 
was awarded in Mathematical and Experimental Physics. It is 
satisfactory to find that in these three great departments Belfast 
students gained such places. In another branch of science which 
is specially important in Ulster, with its great manufactures — 
Chemistry — the honours won in the University by our students 
during the last twenty years, as shown by a return which I have 
recently seen, are significant They comprise a Junior Fellowship, 
the pecuniary value of which is £200 per annum for four years, 
four Studentships (of £100 a year each for three years), and a 
total of honours of no less than fifty-two. 

On the Medical side our students achieved some very notable 
successes. Dr. Thomas Houston, one of a family which has 
given us several brilliant men, was last autumn awarded a 
special Gold Medal for highly-distinguished answering at the 
examinations for the Degree of M.D., thus splendidly following- 
up his success of the previous year, when he gained the much- 
coveted Medical Studentship of the University. 

At the Spring Examinations of this year, of nine gentlemen 
who were placed by the Examiners in the Upper Pass division at 
the Second Examination in Medicine, all but two were Belfast 
men. Of the six similarly placed at tlie Third M edical Exami- 
nation, three belonged to us, while another, Mr. Walter Phillips, 
IB. a., was awarded the only Exhibition which was given. At 
the final examinations for the Medical Degrees, of two candidates 
who were awarded First Class Honours one was a Belfast man, 
and of the twenty-eight who in all obtained the degrees, fifteen 
were educated here. These facts and figures will, I think, be 
sufficient to show that in the Royal. University the Belfast 
students have during the year ably maintained their usual 
position. 
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At other places it has been the same. At the examinations forth© 
Army Medical Service during the year the second place was 
gained by one of our alumni, Dr. G. M. Irvine, who has since gone 
to the front in South Africa, where he is serving his country with 
characteristic efficiency. Another of our students, Dr. J. W. D. 
Megaw, took third place at the examination for the Indian 
Medical Service, and Dr. R. Steen fifth place. Dr. W. A. Osborne, 
who three years ago was appointed, on our nomination, to one of 
the Research Scholarships founded by Her Majesty’s Com- 
missioners for the Exhibition of 1851, and who, under the terms 
of that Scholarship, went to Germany to prosecute important 
researches, took during the year the degree of D.Sc. at the 
University of Tubingen magna cum lauch, and has now been 
appointed Assistant-Professor of Physiology in University College, 
London. It is worthy of note, in passing, that all the four gentle- 
men whom we have nominated to these Scholarships since, their 
establishment in 1891, and who have completed their period of 
service, have more than justified our choice by their subsequent 
careers. Dr. Benjamin Moore, the first of them, on the expiration 
of his Scholarship, after serving for a time as Assistant-Professor 
of Physiology in University College, London, ^was appointed to 
the Chair of Physiology in the University of Yale, and has just 
recently been elected Professor of the same subject in Charing 
Cross Hospital, London. The second, Mr. Frederick G. Donnan, 
gained three years ago a Junior Fellowship in the Royal 
University, and has this year been appointed ^ Assistant to 
Professor Ramsay in University College, London. The third, Dr. 
Wm. Hanna, was, on the expiration of his Scholarship, sent out 
to India by Government to assist in inquiring into the 
nature and treatment of the plague which was ravaging the 
country, and now occupies a high position in the Plague 
Laboratory at Bombay. To this list is now to be added the 
success of our fourth Research Scholar, Dr. Osborne, to whom 
I have just alluded. It is evident that the appointment of all 
four gentlemen was not in vain, in the interests of science and of 
the country. Our 

School of Law 

continues to win fresh laurels. Once more one of its pupils, Mr. 
William Johnston Purvis, B. A., has gained at the King’s. Inns 
Honour Examinations the John Brooke Scholarship, which is the 
highest honour open to students for the Irish Bar. This is the 
eighth occasion in nine years on which it has been carried off by 
a student of this College. I believe this to be an unexampled 
record. It would be a remarkable achievement for any College ; 
but when it is borne in mind, first, that the John Brooke Scholar- 
ship is open to all Bar students, no matter where they have been 
educated, and second, that our School of Law is, in comparison 
with some others, but a small one, the magnitude of this long- 
series of triumphs will be seen to be indeed great. At the 
same examination, another of our alumni, Mr. James Henry, 
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B.A., LL.D., was awarded the Society’s Exhibition of £21 per 
annum for three years. At the LL.B. Examinations of the Royal 
University the only honour awarded was gained by one of our 
students, Miss Mary E. Clements, a young lady who, both at 
College and in her previous examinations in the Royal University 
had highly distinguished herself. Mr. J. Sinclair Baxter, b.a.’ 
last summer gained, m competitive examination, the Reid Pro- 
iessorship of Constitutional and Criminal Law in the University 
IJ nr’ wllll ° tbe candidate wl)0 toot second place, Mr. R R 
M'Gutcbeon, LL.B., another of our alumni, made such distinguished 
answering that he was awarded a special prize of £4?). Mr. 
'■ ^ Houston, LL.B., has been appointed Registrar to the Court 
of Bankruptcy, Belfast. In England Mr. J. Stewart Wallace 
gamed the great Vinerian Scholarship, the pecuniary value of 
which is £300. 

At Cambridge during the year the election to a Fellowship in 
St. John s of Mr. W. A. Houston, m.a., who six years ago took 
fifth place in the Mathematical Tripos, the following year was 
placed in the hirst Class, First Division of Part II., and next 
year took the second Smith’s Prize, fitly crowned a very dis- 
tinguished. academic career. Mr. Joseph Larmor, F.R.S, has 
added to his numerous laurels by being bracketed for the Adams 
Prize. In the University of London, Mr. John G. Leathern, m.a. 
and Mr. Ernest W. M'Bride, M.A., took the degree of DSc the 
former gaining at the same time a Granville Scholarship. 

There are some other distinctions won by our alumni which 
I feel I ought to mention. Mr. R. C. Heron, M.A., for example, 
has gained by competitive examination an appointment as 
Inspector of National Schools, his marks being the highest ever 
given under the present regulations. Mr. J. C. Galway, b.e., 
has obtained the office of Resident Engineer on the new 
Mourne .Waterworks, which are being constructed for the service 
of the city of Belfast. With much pleasure we also recently 
learned that tlie high and well-merited distinction of C.B. had been 
conferred upon Mr. James B. Dougherty, M.A., Assistant Under- 
secretary to the Lord Lieutenant, and Clerk of the Privy Council. 
All the gentlemen whom I have mentioned were in their time 
Scholars of the College, and their successes and distinctions, to 
which I have alluded, gave sincere pleasure to their Alma Mater. 

Certain nominations to 



Commissions 

in the Royal Army Medical Corps were during the year placed 
at our disposal by the Secretary of State for War, and these we 
had the pleasure of giving to Dr. F. H. Stevenson and Dr. 
W. M. II. Spiller, two of our alumni. I had further the satis- 
faction of nominating in the Senate of the Royal University the 
following gentlemen to commissions in the regular army Mr. 
George G. J. Walshe, B.A., to a commission in the Royal Artillery ; 
Mr. William Thomas Sinclair, ex-Scliolar of the College, and Mr! 
John A. Ferguson, B.A., to commissions in the Infantry. The 
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authorities of the Chinese Imperial Customs also placed at our 
disposal two nominations to appointments m their medical 
service. These were conferred on Dr. T. E. Clements and Di D. 
Browne. It was a sincere gratification to us to he able to place 
so many of these appointments at the disposal of men educated 
within our walls. 

I have received the following reports from the 

Deans of Residences.

All the Deans aided m this 
proceeding, and much useful and edifying intercourse was the result 
Other meetings for various beneficial purposes were held throughout 
the Session ; and 1 have therefore much happiness m making the most 
favourable report.

Several 
deputations from English and American Universities paid visits to our 
Union, and stimulated the members thereof. The Friday Afternoon 
Meetings were maintained j and some of the Daily Prayer Meetings 
were held. The promotion of Christian conduct and character among 
the students was evident.

The Royal Visit. 

The announcement last spring of Your Majesty’s gracious 
intention to visit Ireland was nowhere received with more sincere 
gratification than in this College, of which Your Majesty was 
the Foundress, and in which there is still gratefully cherished the 
recollection of the visit with which, in company with the ever- 
to-be-lamented Prince Consort, Your Majesty was pleased to 
honour it in 1849. It would have been a proud delight to us to 
have been permitted to receive Your Majesty within our gates 
again, but, as that was impossible, a loyal and dutiful Address of 
welcome was unanimously and enthusiastically voted by the 
Corporate Body of the College, and we felt that a very high 
honour was conferred upon us when Your Majesty graciously 
consented to receive this Address in person. A deputation, con- 
sisting of Professor Purser and myself, accordingly proceeded to 
the Viceregal Lodge, Dublin, on 18th April last, and presented 
the Address, which appears in the Appendix to this Report. 
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College Buildings 

have been, efficiently maintained during the year, and several 
important structural improvements have been carried out. Among 
these I may mention the construction and adequate fitting of a 
commodious Mechanical Workshop, over which Mr. John Wylie, 
B.A., has been appointed Demonstrator, under the supervision 
of Professors Morton and FitzGerald. In this building a powerful 
dynamo of the most modern construction and an electric motor 
have been erected. A lathe, a testing machine, and other 
appliances and tools have also been placed in it. I expect that 
this new departure, which has long been desired, will prove of 
muchadvantage to students of Natural Philosophy and Engineering 
and to the College generally. 

Another important improvement effected during the past 
session was the introduction of the electric current into the 
College buildings from the Corporation mains. Installations, not 
only for lighting, but for purposes of research and experiment, 
have been placed in the departments of Natural Philosophy, 
Chemistry, Physiology, and Pathology, and will, I do not doubt, 
conduce materially "to the successful prosecution of the work 
which is carried on within their walls. 

The Library. 

During the session the Library Committee, consisting of Pro- 
fessors Park, Cunningham, Dougan, Morton, Symington, 
Thompson, Byers, the Librarian, and myself, met regularly and 
exercised a careful supervision over this important department. 
The number of new volumes placed upon the shelves this year 
was 654. Most of these were purchased, but for a considerable 
number we were indebted to the thoughtful kindness of friends. 
The various donations will be found duly acknowledged in the 
Appendix to this Report. Among them may be mentioned, as 
being of special interest and value, the “ Calendar of Letter-Books 
of the City of London ” (3 vols.), presented by the Corporation of 
the City of London; “Gahleo Galilei Opere, Edizione Nazionale” 
(a sumptuous work, which has reached its 9th volume), by the 
Minister of Public Instruction, Rome ; “ Scientific Papers of 
Peter Guthrie Tait” (2 vols. ),by theSyndicsof the University Press; 
a Chinese translation of Professor Whitla’s well-known" Dictionary 
of Treatment,” presented by Professor Wliitla, and many most 
valuable publications from the Royal Irish Academy, the British 
Museum, the Institute of Civil Engineers, the Government of 
India, the Imperial Maritime Customs of China, the Government 
of Canada, the Norwegian Government, the Cambridge Philo- 
sophical Society, the Smithsonian Institution, Washington; the 
Bureau of Education, Washington ; and the United States 
Government Department of Agriculture. I note also with pleasure 
the gift by Miss Mary E. Clements, m.a., ll.b., an alumnvis of the 
College, whose name already occurs in a previous part of this 
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Report, of copies of three legal works which are in much request 
among our students of law, viz. “ A Historical Sketch of the ' 
Equitable Jurisdiction of the Court of Chancery,” by D. M ICerby • 
“The Law of Fraud and Mistake,” by W. W Kerr; and “The 
Law of Easements,” by J. L. Goddard. The Library is now esti- 
mated to contain close on 56,000 volumes, and is, I need hardly 
say, in large and daily use. The various J 

Museums 

were assiduously cared for during the year. 

The new gallery in the Natural History Museum has been 
found of great utility, and it is to be hoped that a similar one 
will shortly be erected in the second room of the building. 
Several important presentations were received during the year 
which will be found acknowledged in their proper place. A 
considerable number of valuable specimens were acquired bv 
purchase. 1 J 

In the Medical Museum the onerous but important task of 
cataloguing and re-arranging has made further progress under 
the zealous supervision of the Curator, Professor Symington. The 
Council showed their sense of the value of the work which he is 
doing by making during the winter a second grant of £50 towards 
the further equipment of this Museum, which, I am informed, 
contains one of the most complete collections of this kind to be 
found in the kingdom. It continues to receive, through the 
attention of friends, many valuable donations. 

The Museum of Hygiene or Sanitary Science continues to 
make good progress under the unwearying and self-denying care 
of its Honorary Curator, Dr. Henry O’Neill. Several large cases 
for the accommodation of the exhibits have been erected, and 
others are in course of construction. A full list of the donations 
of which _ this, the latest-established of our Museums, has been 
the recipient, with the names of the donors, is placed in the 
Appendix to this Report, and I take this opportunity of returning 
my sincere thanks to these generous and thoughtful friends of 
education. Among the gifts I feel that I must single out for 
special acknowledgement here the presentation by the Honorary 
Curator of a fine set of standard Meteorological Instruments, 
including barograph, terrestrial radiator thermometer, maximum 
and minimum thermometer, Kew barometer, Mason’s hygrometer, 
Strowson’s thermometer screen, and Hearson’s patent biological 
incubator. Valuable assistance in the stocking of the Museum 
has been rendered by Mr. J. C. Bretland, M.I.C.E., our City 
Surveyor, and his Assistants, Mr. James Munce, M.I.C.E., Mr. G. A. 
Boyd and Mr. Smylie, by Messrs. L. L. Macassey & Sons, 
Engineers to the Belfast Water Commissioners ; Messrs. Young 
& Mackenzie, Mr. James Stelfox, Messrs. Musgrave & Co & , 
Messrs. Richardson, Sons & Owden; Messrs. J. & T. M.’ 
Greeves, Messrs. J. S. Brown & Sons, Messrs. Marsh & Co., and 
Messrs. G. W. Kyle & Co., with many others. The “ Two 
Friends ’’from whom 1 have already received two unsolicited 
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donations of £20 towards the establishment of this Museum, have 
, during the Session, handed me a further gift of £20, making £60 
in all. I desire to thank them for their kindly generosity. Such 
gifts are most encouraging and helpful to our work. 

The Students’ Union 

has had, I am glad to say, another prosperous Session, and not 
only continues, I think, to fulfil the hopes of its founders, but to 
advance year by year in usefulness and academic reputation. Its 
reading room, debating hall, dining room, and recreation rooms 
are lareely frequented during term time by graduates and under- 
Graduates X library has now been established, and arrange- 
meats for' increasing it to a substantial extent are in progress I 
have received and perused with interest the annual printed 
report and statement of accounts issued by the Committee, and 
note with pleasure the satisfactory increase in the membership 
and the prosperous condition of the finances. The affairs of the 
Union seem to be managed with commendable spirit and business- 
like correctness. Open as membership m it is at a very small 
fee to all alumni of the College, I think that every gentleman m 
attendance, and as many past students as possible ought to seek 
to have their names upon its books. Mr, John M Ciea, B A., was 
President during the Session now ended, and Ur. O. M. Praeger 
has been elected his successor. The several other 

College Societies, 

which the students have formed amongst themselves for im- 
provement and recreation, held most of their meetings during the 
Session in the rooms of the Union. At the opening meeting, m the 
M'Mordie Hall, of the oldest of these, the Literary and Scientific 
Society, which has now completed the fifty-first year of its 
honourable and useful history, the new President, Mr S C. 
Porter B.A. delivered his inaugural address, and during the 
winter the ’usual number of public and private meetings was 
held The Medical Students’ Association had also a busy Session 
under the presidency of Mr. David M'Mordie, B.A. _ Various topics 
of professional interest were discussed at its meetings. 

Of the continued prosperity of another Society, composed not 
of present but past students of the College I learn with unmixed 
pleasure. T refer to the Association of Old Belfasunen, London. 
Its 'President for the year just ended was one of our best-known 
alumni, the Rev. J. Thoburn M'Gaw, M.A. D.D., whose name 
stands in honourable prominence on our College Honour Lists 
and I understand that its annual dinner, held m the Hotel Cecil 
a few weeks ago, was the most largely-attended function which it 
has yet had. Sir William MaeCormac, Bart., M.D., President of 
the Royal College of Surgeons, and one of the founders and 
former Presidents of the Association, was the special guest of the 
evenino- on his return from the seat of war m South Africa 
where he lias rendered such eminent service to the sick and 
wounded. 
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of Queen’s College, Belfast. 

I have thus endeavoured to furnish a concise resume of our 
history during the past academic year. The College has prospered 
and is prospering. It has done a great work for the North of 
Ireland, and will, I have no doubt, continue to do it. But I wish 
I could seriously arouse public attention to certain defects under 
which it labours, and which greatly impair its usefulness. Some 
of its wants, under which it has suffered for years, have, I am 
glad to say, been supplied within 

The Last Decade, 

and for this relief I am devoutly thankful. A new building, 
devoted to the study and teaching of Chemistry, has been 
erected, and has been a great boon, notwithstanding the fact 
that it is still uncompleted. Physiological, Pathological, and 
Bacteriological laboratories have been established. A Union for 
the use of present and former students has been provided, is 
housed in an admirable and commodious building, and enjoys a 
substantial endowment. A Museum of Hygiene has been founded, 
and, as a previous part of this Report shows, is rapidly accumu- 
lating within its walls a mass of valuable material for the 
illustration and teaching of a branch of science which is vitally 
related to the public health. And now a Mechanical Workshop 
has been opened. In addition to these new buildings, many 
important alterations and improvements have been effected in the 
older portions of the College, which have materially enhanced their 
usefulness and beauty. Nor have our advances been solely in the 
shape of bricks and mortar. A new Chair has been founded by 
private beneficence, the first to be so established in the College ; 
several Lectureships have been instituted, and a number’ of 
new Scholarships provided for the encouragement of study and 
research. The classes of the College, and all Scholarships and 
prizes, have been thrown open to women. In the Medical 
School the number of departments has been exactly doubled 
within the last ten years. In all this there is much to be thank- 
ful for, and much to inspire us with hope that the other needs of 
which we complain will somehow be supplied. But certain of 
these are so clamant and pressing that, in the interests of sound 
learning, they ought at once to be looked to ; and even though 
my pleading for them should seem like a voice crying in the 
wilderness, I feel that I should fail in my duty did I not speak of 
them with all the earnestness in my power. A new 

Physical Laboratory 

is one of our most urgent desiderata. It is a wrong and very 
shortsighted policy, in these days of the advance of practical 
science, to leave the department of Natural Philosophy without 
this most necessary adjunct to its work. A Biological Laboratory 
has long been asked for, and hitherto in vain. Yet without it 
the Department of Natural History is sadly incomplete. And 
the building partly erected for the Department of Chemistry 

B 
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ought surely to be completed. In mentioning these three wants 
X am merely selecting out of many those which are clearly the 
most pressing as regards buildings, and the fact that all of them, 
owing to the nature of the plans prepared, (for we know exactly 
what should be clone), could be supplied at a singularly small 
monetary expenditure, makes it the more deplorable that we 
are left without them. It seems a pity that, only for the want 
of a very little money, a College which has done, and is doing, 
such noble work for Belfast and the whole country should be left 
without necessary appliances and equipments, the want of which 
hampers its efforts, and the supply of* which would undoubtedly 
give it a distinct forward impetus. One reads with a longing 
heart such an announcement as appeared in the newspapers the 
other day— that the University of Chicago received more than 
£800,000 in donations during last month, and that the total gifts, 
which it has got, now amount to the sum of £2,225,000, while in 
our own country the people of Birmingham have, under the 
leadership of Mr, Chamberlain, shown their sense of the importance 
of providing their city with a university by subscribing several 
hundreds of thousands of pounds for the purpose, and have, m 
the face of immense difficulties, attained the end which they 
desired.
